“You will not have to pay for a 
replacement if your wheeled-bin is 
stolen.” 

Publicity concerning wheeled bins 
implied that some details of policy would 
have to be introduced nearer to the time 
of introduction, and, in some cases, 
afterwards in the light of experience. 
Although, as Michael Boughton-Fox 
rightfully states in the July BHN, it was 
decided in February that any householder 
whose bin goes astray or is damaged 
would have to pay £25 for a replacement, 
this was amended at a meeting of the 
Waste Advisory Group on 31st July 
following consultations with other local 
authorities. 

Providing the missing bin is reported 
to the police and an incident number 
obtained (which the police are obliged to 
give), a replacement bin will be provided 
free of charge 

All wheeled bins have a number 
imprinted on them. Should any be found 
in ditches or in other places (having been 
‘borrowed’ and then discarded like Tesco 
trolleys), reporting this number to the 
District Council enables the house to 
which it was allocated to be traced. 

In principle, bins damaged by other 
than Council operatives will not be 
replaced. If any are damaged, for 
example, as a result of moving rubble 
around in them, this can easily be traced.

Andrew Lansley CBE, MP for South 
Cambridgeshire writes to residents: 


Before the last election, J set out five 


personal objectives for South 
Cambridgeshire. This is my half time 
report. 


Two have been substantially achieved. 
For years I have been arguing for 
Cambridgeshire to get a fairer deal, 
especially to benefit from Area Cost 
Adjustment (which means the grant we 
get from Government reflects some of 
the costs of providing services in a high- 
cost area). This year, we won this 
argument, even if it will take three years 
to introduce fully. 

The second is the improvement of our 
road infrastructure. The Government 
dropped the Al4 out of the road 
programme in 1998; now we’ve got the 
programme reinstated. 

On the other three objectives, work is 
on-going. In supporting the further 
development at Addenbrooke’s and 
Papworth hospitals, I have been active 
in the Parliamentary examination of the 
legislation for Foundation Hospitals; I 
want the freedom for the Hospitals to 
be real, so they can deliver increases in 
capacity. Another vital need is to increase 
local policing. My Colleagues in the 
Conservative team at Westminster have 
committed us to a major increase in 
policing equivalent to over 200 extra 
police in Cambridgeshire. This is essential 
if policing in our villages is going to be 
proactive and highly visible. 

Finally, the key issue of ensuring that 
planning for economic development also 
protects our quality of life and 
environment. I am fighting against the 
loss of essential green belt land in 
Trumpington. Also, | am arguing that the 
so-called London-Stansted-Cambridge 
“growth area” should not mean a further 
increase in house-building, beyond the 
substantial numbers in the County’s 
Structure Plan, in order to accommodate 
the expansion at Stansted or for out- 
commuting. Cambridge and our area is 
itself a key national economic growth 
centre and the level of development 
should be geared principally to the needs 
of the high technology businesses who 
really need to be in the area, including 
the affordable housing which they and 
key public sector workers will need.
